MAKE-UP 


As someone said recently, make-up is no 
longer a question of paint and disapproval.

To begin with, make-up can’t be success- 
ful if it is considered as a merely surface 
application. You -must get your skin 
ready for it, and not merely by washing, 
steaming or masking your face. 

The first requisite is rested muscles. Get 
this by lying down and relaxing completely 
for at least fifteen minutes before you 
begin to get ready for a gay evening. 

For civilised people relaxation is a thing 
to be learnt by practice—ask any of your 
friends to sit perfectly still for two minutes 
and they will confess to fidgets and tickles 
before sixty seconds are out.

RELAXING 


So, when you lie down, first stretch your 
arms to the finger tips and let them flop 
inert. Then your legs. Then wait till 
your heart gets a steady rhythm, ind 
concentrate on relaxing the muscles of face 
and throat. When you are perfectly 
relaxed you will begin to feel drowsy, so 
be sure there is someone to call you in 
time. ' 

If your eyes feel tired and your mirror 
shows a crop of tired lines, not to be 
confused with ineradicable wrinkles, try 
this treatment after you have relaxed :— 

To half a glassful of very warm water 
add a teaspoonful of ordinary table salt, 
and stir till it is thoroughly dissolved. 
Provide yourself with several Jarge cotton 
pads, and lie down again with the 
paraphernalia in easy reach. 

Soak a pad in the salt water, squeeze 
it a little, and lay it over the eyes... Renew 
the pad when the first gets cool. Do this 
three or four times. 

Follow with a cold cream massage, draw- 
ing the fingers very gently out over the 
eyelids and back under the eyes towards 
the bridge of your nose. 


ONLY ONE PERFUME 


Then come the bath, cosmetics and 
perfumes. One important rule applies to 
all these—keep to one perfume for bath 
salts, creams, powders and scent. A 
careless mingling of fragrances destroys 
effectively the charm of each. 

Then, unless you find it unbearably un- 
pleasant, follow the hot bath with a 
conscientious douche of cold water. After 
the first few gasps the effect of this is 
thoroughly exhilarating, and, besides, it is 
invaluable as a precaution against colds 
and chills. 

As to cosmetics, a good many women are 
still inexcusably haphazard. Even those 
who are not would do well to examine the 
new range of creams and powders. 

It is important to remember that each 
first-class firm designs its products to be

And whatever series you decide on, 
remember never to apply powder or rouge 
without a foundation cream, unless you 
use a combined cream and powder. Other- 
wise the particles of powder lodge in the 
pores of the skin and eventually choke 
them, causing spots, blotches and black- 
heads that it will take time and trouble 
to remove. 

Don’t forget, either, that powders and 
rouges of the same shade are sold im 
different tones for daylight and lamp- 
light. 

For the use of scent the golden rule is 
never put it on your clothes: however 
delicate it may be, the perfume will grow 
stale. Use it, if you will, on a handker- 
chief, with a suspicion behind the ears 
and in the curve of your elbows, and, 
maybe, an almost invisible drop rubbed 
gently to the roots of the hair. 


YOUR HAIR 


As to your hair—can’t you change the 
way you dress it? Try parting it down 
the centre or on the other side. 

If it grows in an attractive “ mop ” of 
curls, try the effect of a semi-Victorian 
arrangement of the curls caught back 
behind the ears. If, on the other hand, 
your hair is straight, or almost straight, 
take your courage in both hands and try 
a permanent wave. 

The faint-hearted may be reassured— 
the process is not necessarily painful ; the 
only thing is to go to a hairdresser on 
whose competence you can rely.

Handel and Dublin 


From out of the recent correspondence 
in the Irish Times on Haendel’s activities 
in Dablin emerges the fact that the ancient 
organ in St. Michan’s Church stands in 
need of repairs. I am told that £130 has 
been spent on the installation of an electric 
blower, and to meet this expense the choir 
of the King’s Hospital School gave a 
special musical service in the chureh last 
night. The organ is famous for many 
reasons. It was built in 1724 by Cuvillier, 
a Dublin organ builder, at an original cost 
of £850. The organ case is a very good 
example of fine carving, and I am happy 
to learn that most of the original con- 
struction is still sound. It must have been 
one of the best organs in Dublin when 
Handel lived here, and it is highly probable 
that he played on it, though it is certain 
that he played the Messiah for the first 
time in Fishamble street. At any rate, 
the organ is claimed to be one of the 
oldest in Dublin still in use. The presence 
of the King’s Hospital boys recalls. the 
old connection between St. Michan’s and 
the school. The old pulpit in St. Michan’s 
in 1724 was presen to the King’s 
Hospital School for the chapel in their 
original building which stood where Queen 
street and Blackhall street meet. 


Ulster Art 


The annual exhibition of tie Ulster 
Academy of Art in the old Museum, 
College square, Belfast, which is drawing 
to a close, has, I believe, attracted more 
visitors this year than ever before. Among 
them was Mr. Philip de Lazlo, who was 
in Belfast last week in connection with 
the unveiling of his portrait of Sir Richard 
Livingstone, which has been presented to 
Queen's University. Mr. de Lazio, who 
had to hurry back to London to complete 
his portrait of Princess Marina, was much 
impressed by the work of a young Belfast- 
man, Mr. James Luke, who has made a 
remarkable study of a suburban garden. 
A friend who visited the exhibition tells 
me that the treatment of design and-colour 
makes this painting the most outstanding 
piece of work in the collection. Mr. 
Luke is one of a new school of Ulster 
artists who have more or less pledged 
themselves to carry on the revolt against 
the traditional method of painting, -It has 
roduced also a very promising sculptor, 
fr. Galway McCann, who is art teacher at 
Armagh Royal School, and who has just 
completed a head of Professor Meredith, 
of Queen’s University. I understand that 
a number of the younger school of Ulster 
artists have formed themselves into a 
croup, and that an exhibition of their 
work will be held soon. The secretary, | 
believe, is Mr. Raymond Calvert, who 
spent some time at the Gate Theatre a 
few years ago. 


Trish Oak 


I do not know whether the oak is: con- 
sidered a suitable tree for planting, under 
present conditions; in the waste Dade of 
this country, since it requires a deep, 
loamy soil of great depth, which must 
free from stagnant. water. There would, 
however, appeat.to be no doubt that in 
ancient times. it. was the most. plentiful of 
all Irish trees, According te Dr. Joyce, 
over 1,300 place names begin with the 
word “ Daire, ” or “ Derry,” an oak, and 
there are also innumerable places where 
the same root serves as a termination. The 
timber was at one time exported to England

CHOOSING THE POSITION 
It was decided, then, that the new clock 
should not be too high, and that, viewed 
frontally, it should be visible from both sides 
of the street and from passing tramears. The 
height of the clock was comparatively eas 
to decide, but to decide upon its actual posi- 
tion on the front of the ‘building was more 
troublesome. Some critics suggested that it 
should be situated on the triangular space 
above the columns, - but, obviously, 
the clock in this position could only 
be seen from a distance, and not 
at all from the adjacent footpath, 
hence the primary object of the clock, as 
already explained, would be defeated. Again, 
4 three-dial clock underneath the portico 
would be an unsightly obtrusion in the view 
of other architecturally-minded critics, Even- 
tually, it was decided that, architecturally 
and historically, the proper position for the 
clock was midway between the centre 
columns, from where it could be. readily seen 
by those wishing to obtain accurate time. 
In order to give the appropriate archi- 
tectural setting, the clock dial and case has 
been brought outside the building and_ set 
in the deep plinth connecting the channelled 
ashlar ground floor facade in the plain ashlar 
facings of the upper storeys. 


MADE IN DUBLIN 

The’ case of the clock is in bronze metal, 
cast and fabricated in a Dublin foundry, with 
chapters and minute divisions in stainless 
steel.on a ying dial of satin-faced glass to 
facilitate internal illumination at night. The 
hands are of chromium-plated steel to match 
the chapters, while the crowning shield, with 
its “ Brian Boru” harp, is picked out in 
gold relief. The case with its supporting 
scrolls is designed in a modern rendering of 
the Greco-Roman style, of which the G.P.O. 
facade in such an outstanding example. 


, SECOND BY SECOND - 

he é mechanism consists oí the usual 
trainwork, but driven by a: half-séconds 
pendulum, kept in motion electrically, and 
synchronised every half minute from an ex- 
isting master clock, which is, in turn, cor- 
rected electrically, second by second, from 
the local observatory at Dunsink. Although 
the clock is operated electrically it should 
noted that it will give the correct time second 
by second, and not every half minute as in 
the case of ordinary electric impulse clocks. 
The internal illumination of the clock is auto- 
matically controlled by a ‘‘ time. switch '— 
f.e., a small electrically-wound clock provided 
with an astronomically designed dial, which 
automatically switches on and off the light- 
ing. current in accordance with the hours of 
darkness throughout the calendar year. 

The clock case and dial were designed by 
Mr. J. M. Fairweather, M.R.I.A.1., Architect 
to the Office of Public Works, and the clock 
mechanism and electrical control circuits 
were provided under the direction and super- 
vision of the Post Office Engineering Depart. 
ment. 


FRA BARTOLOMMEO 
DELLA PORTA 


A GREAT PAINTER OF 
RELIGIOUS SUBJECTS 


Critics were only gradually learning to 
appreciate a painter whose personality was 
present in every one of his works, said 
Count. Plunkett in the course of his lecture 
on “ Fra Bartelommeo della Porta,’’ delivered 
last night at a meeting of the Academy of 
Christian Art at 42 Upper Mount street, 
Dublin. | 
‘ Sketching the _ artist’s career, Count 
Plunkett said that, born of poor parents, 
living outside the gates of Florence, in 1475, 
Bartolommeo. must have shown signs of 
talent, for, on the recommendation of a great 
architect, he was apprenticed ‘to Cosimo 
Roselli when he was only nine years of age. 
“Roselli was ‘an indifferent artist, but the 
boy, while learning from his master the 
technicalities of painting, deve sur: 
prising natural and independent gifts. In 
the studio he was associated with Mariotto 
Albertinelli, who was a year older than he. 
At fifteen or sixteen years of age these pupils 
started on their own, acquiring a great 
education by the study of the rising masters, 
Their’ advance was so rapid that in a few 
years they were commissioned to paint a 
great picture of the Last Judgment, which 
established the reputation of Bartolommeo. 
Disputes between these young partners 
arose on account of Savonarola’s. movement 
for the purification of public life. When 
Savonarola came to a tragie end, Bartolommeo 
resolved to enter a monastary, confining him- 
self to religion and giving up his art, For 
some years he painted nothing, but finally 
‘his superiors called on him to resume hia 
work for the help of religion itself, Thence- 
forth Fra Bartolommeo, in the Dominican 
Order, year arter year made San Marco and 
other churches beautiful with his spiritual

Admittedly, Fianna Fail has a parliamen- 
tary majority, and Fignna Fail.is, by pro- 
fession at least, a yepublican party, but that 
fact does not justify the President's state- 
ment. He is speaking’ for his party, and 
he claims to be speaking for the nation. 
But has he the right to” The ex-Unionists 
of Ireland are by ne means alone Wm 
what the President deplores. Fine Gael con- 
stitutes a considerable section of the Dail, 
and membership of the Commonwealth is one 
of that Party's principles Furthermore, 
Saorstat Eireann is not the Irish nation. 
In the six counties the Unionist majority 18 
determined to remain within the Common- 
wealth, and of the nationalist minority there 
how many are republican in sentiment? 
Even Fianna Fail’s majority cannot be en- 
tirely accredited to devotion to republi- 
canism, for it is more than likely that many 
peaple voted for it, not to achieve a re- 
public, but because they were attracted by 
its social policy, or were bored with the 
ten years of the previous régime. These 
considerations make the President’s claim 
to speak for the nation on this point a 
doubtful one. The nation has not been 
afforded an opportunity for speaking on the 
int, 

Plt may seem hard fo understand why we 
must not be proud of what our fellow- 
countrymen have achieved in the service or 
the public life of the British Empire. No 
such censure apparently applies to Irish- 
men rising to eminence elsewhere. If an 
Irishman emigrates to Americw and rises 
there to a position of influence, he is a 
credit to his country, as we often hear. If 
he crosses the Irish Sea, his emigration is 
treasonable and his eminence a disgrace. On 
the eve of Armistice Day it seems on odd 
reflection that we are right to respect the 
memory of the Irish Brigade which fought 
so gallantly in the eighteenth century, and 
yet are disloyal to our country if we are 
proud of the Irish regiments which dis- 
tinguished themselves in the twentieth. . 
But the President gave his reason for this 
odd distinction, and this brings me to the 
really intolerable part of his speech. These 
achievements of our countrymen were per- 
formed, he alleged, by men whose spiritual 
home was not in Ireland, but in England. 
The President claimed to speak for the 
‘‘-historic Irish nation,” and he branded those 
who disagree with him as outside that nation. 
He addressed the ex-Unionists as people out- 
side the national life, and appealed to them to 
quit their alien status, Such language 1s 
intolerable, coming as it does from one who 
is not a party hack, but a respected states- 
man. Mr. de Valera seems unaware that 
there are people whose spiritual home is 
Treland, who accept the palmary principle of 
Irish nationalism; that Ireland has the right 
to complete control of her own affairs in in. 
dependence of any other power, and who 
also consider that it is to Ireland’s advantage 
to remain within the Commonwealth, If 
the President really knew the ex-Unionists, 
he would soon learn that one can hold. the 
doctrines of nationality as firmly as anyone 
in his party, and yet see no case for a 
republic. question of our form of Govern- 
ment is to us a utilitarian one. Neither 
republic nor monarchy has a divine right in 
morals to our allegiance. If one believes that’ 
the Irish people may enjoy full liberty within 
the British Commonwealth, and advantages 
as well that they would lack outside it, one 
may justly complain of an intolerable insult 
when one is described as an alien to the Irish 
nation. 
silly charges of Communism brought against 
Mr. de Valera himself. The presence in the 
apostolica; succession of Irish patriotism. of 
the names of Swift, O'Connell and Grattan, is 
a reminder to republican zealots that they 
have not a sole right to speak for the historic 
Trish nation. They would do well to remember 
Grattan’s words: ‘The Irish Sea will not 
permit us to unite; the Atlantic Ocean forbids 
us separation. ' 

Before [ make an end, may I comment 
on one of Mr, de Valera’s direct references 
to Trinity College. He told us that twelve 
years ago he had hoped that Trinity would 
do Be to bring together the separated 
parts of our country, but that he had lost 
this hope. It is a vulgarism in political 
philosophy to judge an institution by the 
immediate and obvious results of its 
activities. For twelve years Ireland has been 
ufhappily divided. During those years what 
have the politicians done to restore the 
national unity? How many inatitutions have 
worked to maintain our consciousness of that 
unity. While the politicians have done 
nothing to end partition and much to make 
it enduring, Trinity has gone on undisturbed 
by it. Within her walls men from North and 
South have lived together: They have come 
there with every conceivable shade of 
political opinion, and Trinity has taught the 
most obdurate of them something of her own 
moderation and reasonableness. They have 
made friends there as they could have done 
nowhere else with their political opponents 
and have left the university conscious that 
they were sons of an ancient nation, and 
rud of a tradition that, goes back to 
olyneux, Berkeley and Swit. Surrounded 
by fanaticism, Trinity has “never lost her 
head. While the politicians have done 
nothing or have done harm, she has kept 
alive the consciousness of Irish unity. The 
longest sword or the strongest lungs are as 
sorry a test of patriotism as of truth, and 
we can -say of Trinity's work what 

said of another university that was attacked 
in a not dissimilar way : ' We have not won 
our political battles, we have not carried our 
main aga we have not marched bic oaags 2 
with modern world; but we have tol 
silently upon the mind of the country, we 
have kept up our own communications with

As good Irishmen as any that exist to-day 
won the Land Purchase Acts for the tenants.

DR. MORROW’S REPLY 
The Right Rev. Dr. Morrow, who seemed 
much affected, returned thanks, and referred 
to the sympathetic assistance which he had 
at ali times received from the parishjoners.

Referring to his educational work, Dr. 
Morrow said that a Church-controlled system 
of education was essential to the success of 
the method of retaining the children to Christ 
and His Church. One of the first books he 
had read as a boy was the. “Life of 
Chalmers,” and his ideal of a school attached 
to the Church became his ideal. The Howth 
Road Schools—three schools on the plan of 
the model school—were built and opened be- 
fore the church building was finished, and 
now for forty-four years these schools had 
been a boon and conferred blessings on the 
people incalculable.“ With a sabbath school, 
boys’ and girl’s brigades, and youth societies 
succeeding the school education young people 
were continuously trained up as members of 
Christ's body, and as the aged retired the 
youth took their place. 

Dr. Morrow had experience of education all 
ein | the line. He was appointed the first 
Presbyterian catechist in 1886, when Trinity 
College opened its doors free of tet and he 
was appointed the president of thb recon- 
structed St. Andrew's College when the 
Presbytery of Dublin took it ever from the 
trustees. 

TEACHING THROUGH IRISH 
Referring to the order recently issued that 
English must be omitted from the pro- 
gramme in his Lafant School, Howth road, 
and that all subjects be taught through Irish, 
Dr, Morrow said that he was exceed- 
ingly distressed. The school accepted and 
taught Irish long before it was made com- 
pulsory, because it vas necessary that boys 
and girls should be equipped to take their 
places in the Civil Service and remain in the 
Free State. Howth Road has been receiv- 
ing commendation for its proficiency in Irish 
as well as in all its courses, and also the 
Carlile and Blake Premium. He was de- 
sirons that on these lines the Howth Road 
schools should continue. It would be im- 
possible to do so should it be compelled to 
teach through Lrish. That children should 
be obliged to learn their own language 
| through a foreign language has never before 

heen attempted by any Government. The 
| result, were it possible, would be that the 
education given would be so poor as to be 
worthless to the pupil and unfitting for life 
outside Ireland. 

_ Teaching through Irish would be all right 
in districts where Irish js the spoken 
language, and there might promote the use 
of Irish. In English-speaking districts to 
enforce it will be disastrous. Presbyterian 
parents want their children to get what will 
fit them for the High School, the University, 
or for business, and many have already 
warned me that they will take their children 
from the Howth Road schools, although very 
satisfied with the schools, Unless our schools 
are to be excused teaching through Irish, 
the result will be disastrous. 
“T can only conceive one way of escape 
from this result—-neamely, for the Free State 
Government to treat Presbyterian schools on 
the same basis as the Nerthern Government 
has treated the Roman Catholic schools 
within the Six Counties. I would be per- 
fectiy satisfied to accept such treatment for 
the Howth Road Schools 
“Let me say in closing, that I have always 
found the Education Minister and the officials 
in Marlborough House most reasonable and 
willing to recognise that Presbyterian schools 
are not on all fours with the great majority 
of Free State schools, This I also wish to 
say; that Presbyterians wish to co-operate 
with the Government as far as they can, but 
being Scots they hold an ideal of education 
of the verv highest kind, whicch they would 
ask to be allowed to pursue.”

HAY AND CEREALS 


Late meadows. were badly saved in nrany 
districts; but, generally speaking, the hay 
c was of good quality, and although the 
yield was below the average, adequate. sup- 
plies will be available for winter require- 
ments. Average prices for first-crop hay 
during the month were around 57s. per ton. 
In Dubiin market demand for best hay for 
horse feeding was good, and there was a 
steady trade for other classes. Some exports 
of hay to Great Britain and Sweden took 
place during the month, and this tended to 
stiffen prices, whicn, in the Dublin market, 
ranged from 70s. to 85s. per ton for first 
crop, 60s. to 65s. for second and third crop, 
and 50s. to 60s, for old meadow. 


The yield of winter wheat was rather better 
than was anticipated at first, and the quality 
generally good. Spring wheat also bushelled 
well, Much of the grain was marketed 
during the month, but towards the end of 
the month sales were being impeded owing 
to the granary accommedaticn being limited, 
and it became necessary to restrict the im- 
portation of foreign wheat so as to facilitate 
the movement of the home-grown article. 
The oat crop was below average in yield 
and quality, consequently prices for good 
samiples tended to stiffen. In the Dublin 
as the best samples realised as high as 
15s. 6d. per barrel, as against about 9s, at 
the corresponding period of last year. The 
average price at provincial centres during 
October was 13s. 7d. per barrel for white 
and 12s. 8d. for black oats. 

Barley yielded well up to the normal, and 
the grain was sound, although slightly dis- 
coloured in many cases. Prices were around 
i4s. to 14s, 6d. per barrel.

MANGELS, TURNIPS AND BEET 


The bulk of the mangel crop wes lifted 
hetore the cloge of the month, It proved a 
satisfactory crop, the reots being of medium 
size and good quality, and the yield about 
average. Turnips improved during the month, 
but remained a patchy ur even crop. indiecat- 
ing that the yield will be much below 
average. 

Sngar beet made good growth during the 
month, and in many cases the crops looked 
excellent. In other cases attacks of crown 
rot were noticechle. On the whole, it was 
anticipated thet the yield would be about up 
to average. 

The cattle fwire held at the various pro- 
yincial centres drring the month were mostly 
ef medium size. Prices gereraliv were rather 
lower on the whole than in the preceding 
month. | 

Flocks were maintained in good health 
snd reasonably good condition. Liver fluke 
disease made its appearance in several dis- 
tricts, and flock-owners were engaged in 
sdministering the remedies recommended, No 
serious losses from. the disease were notified. 
Tosses were also reported as a result of the 
floods. but they were not serious relatively. 

The total number of pigs marketed at the 
various centres in the Free State during 
October was about the same as in the nre- 
ceding mouth and about 14 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding month of last 
year. Prices for pigs suitable for the hacon 
industry ranged around 47s. to 47s. 6d. per 
ewl, dead weight, or approximately 55s. ód. 
to 35s. 9d. on the live-weight basis. 

Trade in horses was, on the whole, qviet 
during the month, with no appreciable 
change in prices. :

CALL FOR ACTION

Hon. Samuel Cunningham asked What 

was the loss to the country caused by 
the warble fly, and whether the Government 
would take measures to reduce that loss. 
He noticed that the Leather Fellers’ Hall 
had recommended that more should be done 
to combat the ravages of the warble fly, and 
seemed to have a remedy for that pest. As 
far as he could ascertain that remedy cost 
little. 

The Ministry of Agricultare had placed on 
exhibition at the annual Show at Balmoral 
a skin showing the injury caused by the 
warble’ fly, 

‘“‘T was hoping,” continued Mr, Cunning- 
ham,- “that the Ministry of Agriculture 
might introduce a bill by which it would be 
made compulsory to eradicate this fly, which 
can be done for a very little price,” 

He hoped that the Ministry would take 
iuto consideration the compulsory treatment 
of the warble fy. No new principle would 
be introduced; for they already had com: 
pulsory dipping of sheep. 

Senator McHugh suggested that the 
Government should take steps to mate known 
more generally the treatment for eradicating 
the warble fly, and give free samples of the 
dip, if necessary, to farmers, and make its 
use compulsory. | 

Senator Hill-Diekson said that the warble 
fly was costing these countries millions per 
annum, and he also supported the suggestion 
that the use of the dip should be made com- 
pulsory. 

Senator. Long, replying, said that it had 
been estimated that in Great Britain the 
losses from the warble fiy pest in respect of 
the damage to the hides and condition of 
cattle amoanted to about £1,000,000 
annually, and in Northern Ireland it might 
be assumed that the annual damage caused 
by the pest approximated to £100,000. Ex- 
permmental work had shown that there was 
an inexpensive wash available which could 
readily » applied by any farmer, and which 
effectively destroyed the pest without damay- 
mg the skin. 

The Ministry had issued an . explanatory 
leaflet upon the subject. He would bring 


before the Minister for Agriculture the sug- 
gestion that the use of this wash, or dip, 
should be made compulsery.

France in Crisis 
Despite his gallant fight to carry his 
point, M. Doumergue, the veteran French 
Premier, has been forced to resign. For a 
time it was hoped that a political truce 
could be arranged, and that M. Doumergue 
would secure the credits for which he had 
proposed to ask the Chamber yesterday ; 
but the six Radical members of. his 
Cabinet handed in their resignations, and 
without their help the Premier was power- 
less. M. Herriot and his five Radical 
colleagues declared yesterday that they no 


_longer could remain in the Doumergue 


Cabinet in view of the fact that the 
Premier had announced vital changes in 
his constitutional policy through a broad- 
cast speech direct to the people yighout 
rong 
pressure was used to dissuade the Radical 
Ministers, but they insisted on their with- 


drawal, and at 11.30 yesterday morning 


M. Doumergue tendered his resignation to 
the President of the Republic. As his 
successor M. Lebrun has chosen M. Pierre- 
Etienne Flandin,. who is well known in 
Great Britain through his love of grouse 
shooting. He is a jovial lawyer of forty- 
six years of age, who leads the centre 
group in the Chamber, and already has 
had experience of several posts in the 
French Government. His idea was, if 
possible, to form a National Government 
on the model of his predecessor's Adminis- 
tration.. To that end, he invited Marshal 
Petain to remain at the Ministry of War, 
and also asked M. André Tardieu to con- 
tinue te serve under the new Government 
as Minister without Portfolio. Both these 
former Ministers, however, have refused to 
take office under M. Flandin, with the 
result that the chances of a National 
Government have begun to recede. The 
parties of the Right can make M. 
Flandin’s task impossible, just as the 
Radicals thwarted M. Doumergue, and, if 
they adopt an obstructive attitude, a 
serious crisis will be precipitated. No 
party, or even homogeneous group of 
parties, can command a majority in the 
present French Chamber. Any Cabinet 
that is formed must be the result of a 
series of political compromises, and no 
Premier can hope to remain in office unless 
he can count upon the good-will—and the 
votes—of certain elements from both Right 
and Left. 

M. Flandin, apparently, proposes to take 
the line of least resistance; for it is 
announced that he is accepting the 
Radicals’ attitude towards the Budget 
problems and alse towards constitutional 
reform. On this basis he may command 
a fairly comfortable majority in the 
Chamber; but he will enrage all those 
elements in French life that have become 
sick of the political instability which M. 
Doumergue was trying to abolish: The 
situation is not unlike that which arose 
last February, when the squabbles of the 
Chamber transferred themselves to the 
streets of Paris; but, happily, complete 
quiet prevails at the moment. One of M. 
Flandin’s first steps was to send for the 
Prefect of Police, who assured him that 
every possible precaution had been taken 
against disorder. The police posis through- 
out the city have been strengthened. There 
was a certain amount of excitement on the 
boulevards last evening, but in no case was 
there any need for police intervention. One 
of the most gratifying features of the crisis 
is the calm which is being shown by the 
Croiz de Feu, Colonel de la Rocque’s semi- 
Fascist organisation. This body avowedly 
exists for the combatting of Communism, 
and, as the Colonel declared yesterday, it 
always is mobilised, If the extremist 
elements of the Left should seek to take 
advantage of the present uncertainty for 
their own ends, they quickly would be 
forced to reckon with the Croiz de Feu, as 
well as with several other organisations of 
a patriotic character which are determined 
that France shall have a strong Govern- 
ment. Much depends on the personality 
of the Minister whom M. Flandin chooses 
to succeed Marshal Pétain at the Ministry 
of War. lf he can persuade an equally 
eminent soldier to accept the portfolio, the 
patriotic organisations will be satisfied ; 
but a blunder in this respect might be very 
costly. France virtually is the last 
repository of democratic Government in 
continental Europe. She has managed 
hitherto to steer a safe course between the 
Fascist Scylla and the Communist Chary- 
bdis, and it hardly is too much to say that 
the future of European civilisation, as we 
know it, depends very largely. on her 
ability to maintain that course, and to 
uphold the magnificent traditions that 
have made her great. :

Some of 
these have been without work for one or 
two years, some for so long as five years. 
Most of the unemployed are men of thirty- 
five years or over, and it is said that quite 
a large proportion of these men never need 
expect to be employed again. The indus- 
tries in the area are, to a large degree, 
interdependent, and there is but small 
prospect of a general reviyal in them. 
Consequently, as Mr. Davidson states, 
“West Cumberland is likely to have for 
years to come a substantial surplus of 
labour, with no hope of outlet locally.” 
The same tale is told .f the other areas— 
Durham, South Wales and Scotland. In 
every case the distress is reported to be both 
widespread and chronic; there is little 
real hope for the men on the dole, and 
moral and physical degeneration is be- 
ginning to set in. Unless some new outlet 
is provided, many thousands of citizens 
will be condemned to a permanent state 
of pauperism. 

This condition of affairs is terrible, and 
we may be thankful that we are not likely 
to meet with it in the Free State. Here, 
as im other countries, the problem of 
unemployment is a cause for alarm; but 
even at its worst it hardly could approach 
to the seriousness of the British problem. 
Specialisation in industry, which is so 
good a thing in some respects, is double- 


edged. The industrial districts of Great 
Britain rose to their greatest heights as 


a result of it; but now they are beginning 
to find that it can be a curse as well as a 
blessing. Such districts as Durham and 
South Wales have put all their eggs into 
one basket. Their industries tend to be 


either all of the same class, or inter- 


dependent with one another, and, when 
the staple industry meets with depression, 
there is no other to which the workless 
men can turn. From this fact comes that 
“hard core of unemployment” with 
which the distressed’ areas in Great Britain 
must cope. It does not seem possible to do 
away with it; for the experts do not think 
that those industries again will employ 
the number of men that they employed 
at the time of their greatest prosperity. 
Consequently, the solutions proposed by 
the four Commissioners involve the 
transference of the unemployed men fo 
areas where conditions are better, their 
settlement on agricultural holdings, and 
other means by which they can be removed 
from a situation that no longer has any 
prospect for them, . If we are wise, we 
will profit by this lesson, and will make 
sure that our workers have some alterna- 
tive when their own industries no longer 
can give them work. Too much centralisa- 
tion ought to be avoided, and we are glad to 


see that, so far, the Free State has avoided ! 


it when setting up new factories. It is 
important, too, that we should not develop 
our industry at the expense of our agri- 
culture. As The Times remarks, ' The 
nearer men are to the land, the less deadly 
are the results of loss of 
employment.”

The Children’s Health 


President de Valera’s Government may 
be charged with many sins against the 
light, but hardly with neglect of the poor. 
The list of social services, detailed by the 
Minister for Local Government at yester- 
day's meeting of the Dublin and district 
branch of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, is 
genuinely imposing. Lack of proper food 
and lack of decent housing are the 
principal handicaps to a child’s develop- 
ment. In regard to the first need, Mr. 
O'Kelly points out that during the half- 
year which ended with last March 761,541 
gallons of milk were distributed free to 
necessitous children. The quality of the 
country’s milk supply has been improved 
already by the promise, or threat, of a 
Milk Bill, which will reach its second 
stage in Dáil Eireann next session, and, 
when it becomes law, will avert a grave 
peril to young health. Furthermore, 
meals are provided for needy school- 
children out of the rates by 47 district 
authorities. In regard to the second con- 
dition of health, Mr, O'Kelly recalls the 
rapid progress which is being made 
towards the re-housing of the people. 
Since April, 1932, a total number of 3,484 
houses has been built in the Dublin district 


‘by private persons, public utility societies 


and the Corporation, with the active help 
of the Government; while schemes for the 
construction of a further 3,295 are in 
progress. Medical inspection in the 
schools is now the practice of most counties. 
Congratulations, indeed, are due to the 
Government and to the local authorities ; 
yet, as the Minister observed, there is still 
need of the work done by such voluntary 
bodies as the National Society for the 
Prevention of Crnelty to Children. Its 
services have had immense value in the 
past, and will be as useful in the future, 
even if, as we hope and believe, fewer cases 
of neglect will require its attention.

Derelict Areas 


The reports of the four Special Commis- 
sions which investigated the derelict areas 
at the request of the Government were 
issued ay, and have been read with 
mixed feelings. They reveal in the clearest 
way the magnitude of the question and the 
difficulty of finding anything in the nature 
of a real solution. The possibility of pro- 
viding relief works involving expenditure 
of public money was not entertained by 
the Commissioners; but on Wednesday 
next in the House of Commons the Govern. 
ment will announce. its licy, and 
probably there will be a debate on tli 
report and its proposals. The debate is 
considered to be one of very great import- 
ance by the Labour and Liberal oppos'- 
tions, and their Executives met to-day to 
consider arrangements. Legislation ma; 
be necessitated by the decisions of the 
Government, and, if so, mention of this 
will be made in the, Speech from the 
Throne on November 20. Difficulties with 
which the Commissioners were faced in the 
four areas—Cumberland, Durham and 
Tyneside, South Wales and Scotland — ar 
clearly wundicated in their reports. It is 
clear that in the end there will have to be 
some transference ‘of labour from certain 
areas where indasttial activity has fallen 
to a low level to other districts, if the pro- 
portion of the unemployed to the number 
of inhabitants is to. bear a closer re- 
semblance to the general statistics for the 
whole country. At the same time, the 
starting of new industries m order to 
reduce the surplus workers must be con- 
sidered, and the placing of more men on 
the land recommended by the Commis- 
sioners is receiving the serious attention 
of the Government. 


Civil Aviation 


The Air Committee of the House of 
Commons contemplates direct representa- 
tions to the Prime Minister on the neces- 
sity of speeding up British mail and 
passenger air services everywhere. The 
Committee has under its consideration a 
scheme for the encouragement “Í civil 
aviation, so that the prestige of Britain 
shall not. be lower tnan that cí other 
countries. The Governme:: is iy no 
means indifferent to the situation, a“ “ is 
preparing development plans on a big 
scale. The Governments of the Dominions 
and Colonies will be asked to co-operate in 
bringing these plans to a successful con- 
clusion. In time it is hoped to have a 
chain of air stations right round the world. 


Unemployment Relief 


Several hundred relief officers employed 
under the London County Counci! have 
been dismisseu owing to a scheme of re- 
organisation introduced by: the Unemplov- 
ment Assistance Board, and they complain 
that they are being replaced by civi! 
servants. As many of them are over forty 
years of age they have difficulty in obtain.

REGULAR SERVICE TO ENGLAND 


The decision to hold a formal inquiry 
into civil aviation in the Free State is 
attributable to a scheme put forward by 
Acrlimgus Eireann Teoranta (Air Fleets of 
freland, Limited) for the operation of a 
State-aided air service between the Free 
and Great Britain. Mr. Sean 
Lemass (Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce) has had this project before him for 
time. It provides in the initial 
stages, for a regular service of aeroplanes 
between. Dublin and London, to link up 
with the air routes to the Continent of 
Kurope, Africa and the Far East. 
Whether the machines on the service will 
fiy direct to London or make an inter- 
mediate stop at Liverpool or Manchester 
has yet to be decided. 


TYPE OF AIRCRAFT 


Another point on which no decision has 
yet been taken by the directors of 
\erlingus Eireann Teoranta is the type 
of aircraft to be used. The aircraft will 
be either of Dutch or of British manu- 
facture. I believe, however, that they will 
be built by the Avro Company, an English

firm, which already has supplied a con-. 


siderable amount of equipment for the 
Free State Army Air Corps. 

Under the Administration of Mr. 
Cosgrave the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (Mr. P. McGilligan) set up a 
similar committee to the present one. That 
committee reported that a _ nationally- 
operated air service required financial 
assistance in the earlier years of operation. 
Presumably, owing to lack of money at the 


time, no action was taken on the report 
of that comu.ittee, which investigated a 
scheme for the operation of a service 
similar to that now proposed by Aerlingus 
Fireana 


STATE ASSISTANCE 


Colonel C. F. Russell told me yesterday 
that, although he knew that such a com- 
mittee was being set up by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, he thought 
that, in view of the facts which the com- 
mittee myst ccnsider, it could reach no 
conclusion different from that arrived at 
in 1928—namely, “ a' national civil air 


Government during the ‘ teething ’ years.” 

In most other countries State assistance 
is granted either to light aeroplane clubs 
or to aircraft-operating companies. tp 
to the present the Free State has made 
only one grant—£1,000—to the Irish Aero 
Club, although a toke: vote of £10 is in- 
cluded in the Public Services Estimates 
each year. Under the Civil Aviation Votes 
in Great Britain for 1933-’34 a sum of 
£548,000 (a decrease of £3,000 on the 
previous year) was provided as a subsidy 
for the service of Imperial Airways, while 
light aeroplane clubs received £20,000 (an 
increase of £10,000 on the vote 
1932-’33).

MOTHER AND TWO 
CHILDREN DEAD 


MOTOR COACH HITS 
. PERAMBULATOR

A mother and twó children were killed 
by a motor coach yesterday in Chiswick 
High road, which only a few hours earliér 
had been named by the Minister for Trans- 
mm as one of the four main routes in the 
Metropolitan area where accidents have 
been particularly numerous.

Mrs. Jessie Chamberlain, of Lindon 
Gardens, Chiswick ;

The child Sheila was in a perambulator 
which the woman was pushing across the 
road near the junction of Windmill road 
with Chiswick High road, and within a few 
vards of the police station. 

The coach was a Green Line, running on 
the Ascot-Gravesend route. 

The woman and her three children were 

crossing the High road and passed behind 
a lorry, evidently thinking that they could 
get across before the coach arrived. .- In 
spite of the coach driver’s efforts to avoid 
an accident the coach crashed into them, 
and Mrs. Chamberlain, Joyce and Sheila 
were killed instantly. 
' There were pitiful scenes after the 
accident ; for while efforts were being made 
to extricate the victims, the third child, 
Joan, aged eleven, who escaped with 
bruises, was running around the coach 
calling for her mother.

AUSTRALIAN AND NEW 
ZEALAND COMMENTS 
From’ Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


MELBOURNE, Thursday. 

Mr. Lyons, the Commonwéalth Prime 
Minister, explaining the British Govern- 
ment’s proposals for the regulation of 
\ustralian beef exports to Britain, to-day 
said that the Commonwealth had informed 
Gieat Britain that it was unable to join 
any plan invelying restricted production. 

His Ministry was consulting the meat 
industry, he said, with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether co-operative action was 
possible in withholding the shipment of 
frozen beef and veal during the peak period 
of British production. 

The Ministry’s reply will be announced 
after the Cabinet’s meeting next week. 

(Questioned in the House of Representa- 
tives regarding the report from Sydney that 
\ustralia had been requested to teduce 
meat exports to Britain; Mr. Forbes, the 
New Zealand Prime Minister, said that the 
Government, in conjunction with the Meat 
Board, was engaged in . negotiations 
initiated by Britain concerning meat Hhmn- 
ports into the United Kingdom. 

These negotiations, the importance of 
which to New Zealand was fully appre- 
ciated, had so far been satisfactory. They 
covered all classes of meat, and New 
Zealand’s aim was to safeguard the in- 
terests of dairy farmers as well as other 
producers of meat.

Mr. Powys was a son of Mr. T. F. 
Powys, the well-known novelist. The 
manglei condition of the body when found 


‘led at first to the supposition that he had 


been killed by lions, ‘for which the 
Laikipia district is notorious, but further 
investigation convinced the police that he 
had been murdered and several Samburu 
tribesmen were arrested. 

The first evidence at to-day’s prelimi- 
nary hearing was provided by the state- 
ments of three Dorobo natives who were 
searching for lost sheep on the day of Mr. 
Powys’ disappearance. 


A HUMAN HEAD 


They said that they had met a group 
of Samburu warriors, one of whom was 
carrying a human head. Another had the 
arm of a white man and their spears were 
stained with blood. 

They testified that in the course of 
conversation two of the Samburu warriors 
had boasted of having done the killing. 

The next witnesses were two Elders and 
a Government Head-Man, who told a 
dramz.tic story of a weird scene outside a 
witch-doctor’s hut in a Samburu village 
on the same night. They said that the 
witch-doctor carried out a ‘‘ ceremonial! 
cleansing ” with the object of protecting 
the aceused from the vengeance of the law. 

As he performed his incantations, 
warriors of the tribe sat in a circle in the 
middle of which were the human remains 
which the previous witnesses had seen car- 
ried by the Samburu. warriors. 

Armed with a large animal horn, which 
was exhibited in court, the witch-doctor, 
they said, walked around slowly, chanting 


his magic song and t-uching each of the 


warriors with his talisman. 

Later the tribesmen held a ritual dance, 
which was attended by the accused 
warriors and their twelve-year-old girl 
lovers, who sang a song recounting the 
details of the murder. 


SELF-POSSESSED GIRLS 


These girls, who were entirely - self- 
possessed under the gaze of the Court, 
freely described their relations with the 
accused warriors, and recounted state- 
ments by the latter implicating themselves 
in the crime. 


The murder of Mr. Powys appears to be | 


one of a series of ‘‘ ritual murders’”’ by 
fierce Samburu warriors, which have horri- 
fied Northern Kenya in the past two 
years. The ritual of the Samburu ordains 
that they shall dip their spears in human 
blood before they can claim to be full- 
fledged warriors. 

Recently a native employed by a 
European settler in the Laikipia district 
was attacked and speared by warriors. 

In June the Government imposed a fine 
of £900 on five clans of the Samburu in 
connection with a series of such crimes.

James Finegan, the Dundalk dairyman, 


who figured in the recent sensational 
kidnapping in Dundalk, was to-night 


arrested by a force of detectives from 
Dublin, and is at present ‘detained im the 
Civic Guard barrack here. ) 

Finegan's errest followed. an extensive 
search carried out by Dublin detectives, 
under a Dublin detective-sergeant, in the 
course of which several houses, both in 
Dundalk and in the districts adjoining, 
were searched. 

Inquiries elicited the information that 
arms. were taken possession of by. the 
detectives. 

The houses visited included those of 
David O’Leary, of Mount avenue; of a 
man named Gray, of St. Brigid's terrace ; 
the house of Mrs. McCrystal, of Jenkins- 
town, Cooley; the house of Mr, John 
O’Byrne, Urban Councillor, in MacSwiney 
street, as well as that of Finegan, in 
Castletown road: No other arrests were 
made. 

Three weeks ago Finegan, who is a 
young married man with a wife and 
children was kidnapped by armed men as 
he was delivering milk im Dundalk. He 
was thrown into a motor car after being 
bound, and was taken to a shed near 
Balscadden, where he was kept for a week. 

Barefooted and coatless, he made a 
dramatic escape from his captors, and 
walked into the barrack at Balbriggan. 

Since his return home to Dundalk he 
has been under the care of a police guard.

Kvaternik 
gave the terrorists money and arms, which 
had been bought in Trieste from a firm 
that had ].ad intimate relations for a long 
time with Pavelich, and had supplied 
arms and ammunition for the Yugoslav 
rebels who had been living in various 
camps in Italy and Hungary. As soon as

(a) Motor car chassis with bodies (or

(b) Motor car chassis without bodies 
(or body shells) attached, 
(c) Motor car bodies or body shells not 
attached to chassis, 
three further Orders were made to-day by 
the Executive Council. 

Under these new Orders: the period 
beginning on 26th November, 1934, and 
ending on 30th June, 1935, is appointed as 
the first quota period in each case. The 
quotas for the period have been fixed as 
follows :— 

Under Quota Order No. 8 ... 420 
Under Quota Order No. 9 ... 100 
Under Quota Order No. 10 ... 500 

This Order is a sequel to the prohibition 
of the import of assembled cars, or substan- 
tially assembled cars, made on the 19th 
October. It indicates for the seven months 
from 26th inst. till 30th June next the 
amount of imports to be allowed under 
three separate heads. 

Having regard to the normal require- 
ments of the Free State in the matter of 
cars, which for the period of the quota 
would be about 3,500, it would seem that 
the estimated number to be assembled in 


that period will be about 3,000.

TRAFFIC IN ARMS

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—The Government and the House 
of Commons have responded to public 
opinion by giving up a day in this busy 
tail-end of a session to a discussion of the 
private trade in arms. Undoubtedly, the 
revelations of the last few months have 
aroused a feeling that the ramifications of 
the traffic are far wider than was suspected 
before, and that the methods by ‘which 
it is conducted are sometimes far from 
respectable. 

Sir John Simon and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain were both very clear and 
convincing in stating the case against the 
total abolition of the private manufacture 
of arms: some of the difficulties are, in- 
deed, obvious and probably insurmount- 
able, Much of the material which goes 
into a military or naval weapon is pro- 
duced by the ordinary industrial machinery 
of a firm which may have no special con- 
nection with armaments. The same plant 
which makes parts of agricultural 
machinery may make parts of tanks or 
bombs, and a large proportion of the plant 
can sometimes be changed over to the 
production of munitions with but slight 
alteration. It is very difficult to define 
war industries. 

The abolition of private manufacture, 
even “if it were possible, would inevitably 
result in the establishment of more 
factories for the sole purpose of arms 
production than are normally neeessary, 
and, moreover, would certainly cause the 
Governments of non-producing States, 
which are numerous, immediately to found 
arms factories. Under the terms of The 
Hague Convention it is a breach o2f 
neutrality for a neutral Government to 
supply munitions or war material to a 
belligerent Government. If, therefore. 
their private manufacture were abolished. 
a belligerent Government in time of war 
would be dependent exclusively on its own 
output and on those of its allies, and 
every Government would, no doubt, feel 
bound to prepare for all eventualities by 
collecting large stocks of arms. The 
Foreign Secretary said that the British 
Government were convinced that the proper 
way to check abuses was not by abolishing 
private manufacture, but by its regula- 
tion and control. This country already 
refuses the benefit of its export credit 
system to the exporter of munitions, and, 
so far as he knew, he added, it is the 
unly country in the world that is doing it. 
Nor do the British Government subsidise 
a private firm for producing arms. State 
monopoly would not be an effective remedy. 
The true method, said Sir John Simon, 
was by international agreement, and the 
Government were doing their utmost to 
promote it. |

There were “signs of a certain livell 
ness” on the boulevards later to-night. 
Latin Quarter students and young men 
belonging to various youth organisations 
walked ‘up and down in small groups cry- 
ing ‘‘ Vive la France. Vive Doumergue.’’ 

The police kept them “on the move.” A 
few arrests were made, 

Groups of mobile guards and some fifty 
troops with rifles stood ready for action. 


DAY OF DRAMA 


The day was one of intense drama. 
which recalled memories of the critical 
days of last February, when the political 
‘‘war’’ was transferred from the Chamber 
to the streets. 

The chief signs of excitement to ay. 
however, were in the “hamber, which held 
a brief sitting lasting only a few minutes. 
It ended amid shouts of “ Down with 
the Assassins’’ from members of the 
extreme Left and counter-cries of “‘ Vive 
Doumergue’’ from the Right and Centre. 

And so M. Doumergue’s experiment in 
the formation of a National Government 
ends and the popular “ Papa ” returns 
to the retirement from which he emerged 
to lead a united nation. 

All the parts at this morning 's meeting 
of the Cabinet Council at the Elysee had 
been carefully rehearsed and the drama 
went “ according to plan.”

dependent on Marshal Petain’s attitude. 

General Denain, another caller, will 
probably remain Minister of Air. All 
should be well as far as the fighting 
services are concerned. 

The refusal of M. Tardieu to join the 
Government is the worst blow M. Flandin 
has received so far. It may augur’ opposi- 
tion from a section of the Right which 
wholeheartedly supported M. Doumergue. 

On the other hand, M. Louis Marin, 
the Right leader, has agreed to take office 
again.

Mr. Flowers stated that when Sir Oswald 
came out the crowd naturally pushed forward 
to see him. st immediately Sir Oswald 
and his bodyguard began to strike out right 
and left. A man named Pritchard. was stand- 
ing in frout of the crowd, and, without any 
rhyme or reason and without provocation, 
Sir Oswald punched him in the face. 

Later on the Fascists ' paraded up and 
down like an army ” in Warwick street. Sir 
Oswald was heard to say: “' have not 
got the guts to stand up to us.” 

Mr. Flowers alleged that the Fascists com 
mitted a number of unprovoked assaults. 
One man was hit by three Blackshiris and 
kuocked down; another was unconscious in 
the road, and a policitor s clerk, who was 
posting a letter, was hit on the head, nose 
and jaw, had two teeth broken, and had to 
have three stitches put in a wound on the 
jaw.

Nations, that manefacture of mugitions of 
war by private enterprise is open to grave 
objection; regrets the absence of any inter- 
national agreement to deal with this admitted 
evil. and is of opinion that this country 
should set au example by prohibiting forth- 
with all private manufacture of. and trade in. 
armaments by British nationals, and by 
making provision for the production by the 
State of such armaments and munitions of 
war as are considered necessary.” 

Major Attlee said that he did not allege 
that the private manufacture of arms was 
the sole cause of war, or t > biggest cause, 
but the existence of powerful proft-making 
interests was undoubtedly a factor making 
for national insecurity. Vested interests 
worked against peace and tended to frustrate 
the efforts of the wiser statesmen cf the 
world to create world order. The evidence 
given before the Committee of Inquiry of 
the Umied States Senate disclosed a lot of 
extremely dirty work, not all relating to 
English firms. There was abundant evidence 
of corruption from country to country. The 
existence of these armament firms was a 
standing temptation. to the corruption of 
public servants, soldiers and sailors, who were 
trying to do their duty Further, these 
armament firms. deliberately worked +gainst 
peace an $ disarmament, and made elaborate 
plans for the evasion of embargo regulations. 
He did not think that the British Govern- 
ment had been very vigorous in this matter. 
Mere supervision did not go fa: enough, and 
nothing less than the total sbolition of the 
private trade in arms would be much good, 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 


Sir John, Simo» sa'd that the Government 
welcomed this debate. Outside the House 
the question had been exp'oited as though it 
was quite a simple iss in which a conciu- 
sion could be reached almost automatically 
by anyone who was neither a fool nor a 
knave without examination of the difficulties, 
which were scouted as either imaginary or 

The question at issue was not whether we 
should have arms, but how they should be 
provided; whether we should in this country 
prohibit all private manufacture of arma- 
ments and make provision for production by 
the State of such armaments as were con- 
sidered necessary. In order to form a judg- 
ment they must pass in review the existin 
system. It was a system which combin 
the nucleus of State production with a supple- 
mentary supply from armament firms and 
private shipyards, though for the most part 
they were in peace time engaged in producin 
things which were not munitions of war at all. 
If we were plunged into the calamity of war, 
then these armament firms and private ship- 
yards. owing to their previous organisation 
and their acquired aptitude, were able to 
switch over rapidly from the Jewel of peace 
production of armaments to the maximum of 
war production. Only by that means was it 
pessible, having regad to the limited 
output of the State factories, to bridge the 
gap between peace precautions and ‘war 
demands. Britair had the most cognate and 
stringent system of controlling arms for ex- 
port of all countries in the world. We. less 
than anyone else, should be reproached . for 
having failed to do our part in the matter. 
Their line of advance, he said. was by inter- 
national agreement, and that. the Government 
were endeavouring to promote. 

Sir Archibald Sinciair (Liberal) said that

MOTOR CYCLING 


HANDICAPS BARRED 
AT ULSTER RACE 


INTERNATIONAL TEAM 
EVENT MAY BE HELD 


- 

The council of delegates of the Inter- 
national Federation of Motor Cyclists at its 
meeting in London yesterday adopted the re- 
pert of its Sporting Commission, which de- 
clared that anything in the nature of a handi- 
cap was inadmissable in conjunction with the 
Grand Prix of Europe, to be run in connec- 
tion with next years Ulster Grand Prix. 
The report disclosed that the decision was 
not unanimous, the voting being five to three. 

While ‘accepting the decision, the Motor 
Cycle Union asked the Congress, on behalf 
of the Ulster club, for sanction for the hald- 
ing of an international team competition in 
connection with the race. The club’s sugges- 
tion was that each country should be allowed 
to enter teams of four riders, irrespective of 
the cubic capacity of their machines, and 
that the aggregate times of the first three 
riders shault decide the competition. 

The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland 
had offered a trophy for the competition, 
which would be won outright, and miniatare 
replicas of the trophy would be given to 
members of the winning team. 

It wag also stated on behalf of the Ulster 
club that they would offer a subsidy of £50 
to each national union entering a team, or 
teams, for the competition. 

The Congress sanctioned the competition 
in prineiple, subject to the ratification of the 
details by the Sporting Commission a month 
hence in Paris.

BOYS CHARGED WITH 
BLOCKING LINE

At Ramelton (Co. ry Ye? Court on Wed- 
nesday, before Mr. L. J. Walsh, D.J., there 
was a sequel to the recent obstruction of the 
Derry-Lough Swilly Railway line at Cashel- 
nagore and the derailment of an engine and 
carriage when two boys, aged 12 and 14 
reapectively, John and Alexander Hattrick, 
sons of the stationmaster at Cashelnagore, 
were charged with interfering with the rail- 
way line. Mr. W. T. McMenamin, State 
Solicitor, prosecuted. 

The charges against John were that he 
put a block of wood on the points of the 
railway at Cashelnagore on March 6; that on 
October 16 he put a pair of bogey wheels on 
the line; that on October 19 he placed a 
sleeper on the points of the railway. John 
and Alexander were jointly charged with 
having on November 1, 1934, put a stone on 
the points of the same line at Cashelnagore. 

Mr. McMenamin said that the original 
charge preferred against the defendants. be- 
fore a Peace Commissioner was that of 
attempted murder. Since then he had gone 
into the case and did not propese to adopt 
that charge. 

The Justice granted a remand to a Letter- 
kenny special Court on bail, with two sureties 


of £100 each. 


BOOT REPAIRING 
TRADE 


MINIMUM RATES OF WAGES 


The Boct and Shoe Repairing Trade Board, 
at a meeting which was held in Dublin last 
Tuesday, decided to fix the mimimum rates of 
wages which they had previously proposed 
for workers in the trade, including home- 
workers and apprentices, in substitution for 
the rates at present effective. 

The minimum rates of wages fixed hy the 
Board, it confirmed, will apply to workers 
employed in repairing all kinds» of leather 
footwear and to those engaged in making 
bespoke hand-sewn, riveted, or pegged leather 
footwear, but will not apply to workers em- 
ployed in the manufacture of leather footwear 
on a large scale, the repairing of other leather 
goods,” nor to the retailing of leather foot- 
wear.

SWORN INQUIRY CALLED 
FOR

At a meeting of the Clare Board of Health 
yesterday, Mr, John Fahy, M.C.C. (Chair- 
inan), presiding, a letter was vead from Mr. 
Thomas Ryan, farmer, Carhugar, Fast Clare, 
stating that on the evening of 25th Septem- 
ber last his wife became ill. On the advice 
of Dr. Holmes, the local doctor, he took her 
ta Scariff District Hospital. The Matron 
of the hospital told him to get Dr. O'Connor, 
the medical officer, as quickly as possible. 
““T went to Scariff for him,” continued the 
letter, “ but he was not there. I was: told 
he had gone to Bodvke, ] drove there, 
met him, and told him my business. He 
asked me had I a note from the Matron, and 
I said ‘No,’ He then asked me who had 
admitted my wife into the hospital, and I 
replied that the Matron had dene so. He 
said she had no right to go there at all— 
that it was pot the place for her, and that 
he would not attend her there. I then 
explained how Dr, Holmes had advised her 
to go there. He walked away a few yards 
and, turning back, asked me what occupa- 
tion did I hold. I said I was a farmer. 
He asked me would I pav him, and T said
